Industrial activity in the United Kingdom during 


the quarter under review was 3-1 per cent. smaller 


than in the March quarter and 10°7 per cent. 
smaller than in the second quarter of 1930, the index 
numbers for the three periods being 92-1, 95°0 and 
103-1 respectively. 


Retail Trade Conditions (Page 259) 

Total sales in July and in the half-year February- 
July amounted in money to 4°3 per cent. and 4-2 per 
cent. respectively less than in the corresponding 
periods of 1930.

BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER FOR 
JUNE QUARTER 


Industrial activity in the United Kingdom in the 
second quarter of 1931, as estimated from the parti- 
culars furnished from various sources to the Board of 
Trade, was 3:1 per cent. smaller than in the first 
quarter of 1931, and 10°7 per cent. smaller than in the 
second quarter of 1930, the index numbers for the three 
periods (based on the quarterly average of 1924 = 100) 
being 92-1, 95-0 and 103-1 respectively. The followin, 
table shows the details for those three quarters and for 
the years 1929 and 19380 :—

The dewnward trend in the volume of production, as 
measured by the index number for manufacturing 
industries, continued into the second quarter of this 
year, the fall of 2°4 per cent. as compared with the 
first quarter of 1931 being, however, smaller than the 
decline in the general index (3-1 per cent.), which 
includes mining and quarrying. 

Comparing the figures for the June quarter of 1931 
with those for the corresponding period of 1930, de- 
creases are recorded for all the groups shown in the 
table in respect of which definite figures are available, 
but it may be noted that there was an increase of 23 
per cent. in the quantity of electricity generated. The 
output of coal was 7°5 per cent. smaller, while iron and 
steel and manufactures thereof show a relative decline 
of 34 per cent. The decrease of nearly 19 per cent. 
shown by the index for engineering and shipbuilding 1s 
largely due to the substantial falling-off in shipbuilding 
and marine engineering, the decline in general engineer- 
ing being relatively much smaller. 

Activity in the non-ferrous metals, compared with a 
year earlier, shows a decline of just over 10 per cent., 
there bei ing decreased takings of tin, zinc and copper, 
and a considerable increase in the apparent absorption 
of lead. The textile group as a whole shows a fall of 
about 4 per cent., substantial declines in activity m 
the cotton and jute groups being offset to some extent 
by increased activity in the woollen and worsted and 
artificial silk trades. The index for the chemical and 
allied trades group is lower by 8 per cent., and that for

the food, drink and tobacco group lower by just over 
4 per cent. The boot and shoe industry shows a de- 
creased output amounting to 3 per cent., as compared 
with the second quarter of last year, and the index for 
leather a fall of nearly 8 per cent. 

Of the miscellaneous industries not specified in the 
groups, there was a decreased output of cement and of 
tiles as compared with the sécond quarter of 1930, and 
sreater quantities of rubber were taken by the 
industries using this commodity. 

In order to publish the results as early as possible, it 
has been necessary to include certain provisional figures 
for the last quarter covered by the calculation. It is 
not, however, anticipated that the replacement of these 
provisional figures, when definitive data become avail- 
able, will materially alter the index numbers for the 
various groups, and any revision that may be neces- 
sary will be made when the figures for the following 
quarter are published. The net result of revisions in the 
figures for the March quarter has been to lower the 
general index for that quarter by 0:4 per cent. 

The method of calculation of the index and the scope 
of the figures were fully explained in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ 
dated February 21, 1929 (pages 253-4). The sections 
of industry which are covered by the information at 
present received represent about 90 per cent. of the 
total activity of the groups of industry set out in the 
table, and more than two-thirds of the total manu- 
facturing and mining activity of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, as ascertained in the 1924 census of 
production. Of the branches of trade not covered by 
the data summarised in the table, the most important 
are the building and contracting trades (with the excep- 
tion of the output of cement and tiles, for which parti- 
culars are included in the general index), the clothing 
trade (other than boots and shoes), and public utility 
services other than gas and electricity. 


COMPARISON W1TH GERMANY AND THE UNITED STATES 


The index of manufacturing production for the 
United Kingdom, as estimated for the second quarter 
of 1931, shows a decrease of 11:2 per cent. compared 
with the second quarter of 1930. The index prepared 
by the Institut fiir Konjunkturforschung for Germany 
(including coal mining) shows a decrease of 14-6 per 


cent. on a comparison of the same two periods. The 


index of manufacturing production compiled by the 
Federal Reserve Board for the United States for the 
period March to May, 1931 (June data not available), 
shows a decrease of 15-2 per cent. compared with the 
period March to May , 1930. 


RETAIL TRADE IN JULY AND 
IN FEBRUARY—JULY 


COMPARISON OF 1931 WITH 1930 


In continuation of the series of returns relating to 
retail trade which are being prepared by the joint efforts 
of the Incorporated Association of Retail Distributors 
and the Bank of England we give, on the opposite page, 
a table showing the relation of sales in July and in 
February-July, 1931, to those in the corresponding 
periods of last year. Figures are also given showing the 
relation between the value of the stocks held, and the 
number of persons employed, at the end of July, 1931, 
to those of a year earlier: these figures do not cover 
the co- -operative stores. 

Total sales in July and in the half-year February- 
July amounted in money to 4:3 per cent. and 4-2 per 
cent. respectively less than in the corresponding 
periods of last year. The arithmetic average of the 
figures for May and June, which we take together in 
View of the Whitsun holiday, was identical with the 
weighted average (4-2 per cent.) for the five months 
Febru: ary-June, “and the reduction in the money value 
of the sales in July was almost identically the same, 
notwithstanding the fact that certain of the summer 
Sales commenced this year in June instead of in July.

Since the inclusion of the co-operative stores and of 
multiple shops in addition to the departmental stores, 
food and perishables has become the chief department, 
sales in this department amounting in July to 
about one-half of the total. The decrease in 
the sales in this section as compared with a year 
earlier was 62 per cent., which compares with 
5°2 per cent. for the six months ended July. This is 


the largest reduction recorded for any month 
since the sales of the co-operative stores were 


included in March last, but the reduction is attribut- 
able to the fall in retail prices of food in July compared 
with July, 1930, rather than to any reduction in 
volume, since published retail prices of food indicate 
an average decline appreciably greater than that shown 
by the money value of the sales. As in June, the per- 
centage reduction in the money value of the food sales 
was greatest in Wales and the North of England; the 
next greatest reduction was recorded in Central and 
West End London, for which area the reduction was 
greatest in previous months except June. The smallest 
reduction was recorded for Scotland. 


For the other departments, the money value of the 
sales in July was 2-4 per cent. less than in July, 1930, 
the corresponding figure for the six months February- 
July being 3:1 per cent. For July there was a wide 
variation in the returns from the different areas, those 
for the South of England showing an increase of 3-7 per 
cent., while for Central and West End London there 
was a decrease of 6°3 per cent. In the South of England 
no department except food showed a decrease in the 
sales, and in respect of food the reduction in the money 
value of the sales was less than the average for the 
whole country. In regard to the separate departments, 
sales in the women’s wear fashion departments were 
greater in value in July than a year earlier in all areas 
except Suburban London. Sales of furniture were also 
ereater in value than in July, 1930, especially in the 
London suburbs—a similar result, following earlier de- 
creases, being recorded for June—and sales of men’s 
and boys’ wear realised nearly as much as in July, 
1930. As in June and earlier months, sales in the 
sports and travel department were much less than a 
year ago. 


For the half-year, February-July, the areas fall into 
two groups, Suburban London, Scotland, and the 
South of England having percentage reductions vary- 
ing from 2-0 to 2°8 per cent., while for Central and 
West End London and Wales and the North of 
England the percentage reductions are 6-1 and 5-6 re- 
spectively. Of the various departments, the women’s 
wear fashion departments show the only increase in 
money value of the sales, and there was only a small 
decline in respect of furniture. The sports and travel 
department shows a decline (8-8 per cent.) much 
greater than that of any other department. The re- 
maining departments are included within the narrow 
range of 2:2 to 5:3 per cent., and part of this apparent 
variation in the sales of different kinds of goods mav 
be due to varying price changes since February-July, 


1930. 
Stocks AND EMPLOYMENT 


Stocks at the end of July were 8:4 per cent. lower 
than a year earlier, as compared with 6-8 per cent. at 
the end of June and 7°7 per cent. at the end of May. 
The numbers employed in Great Britain as a whole 
show a small increase as compared with July, 1930, 
the increase being about the same as in May. The 
increase for June was greater, due possibly to the re- 
quirements of the summer sales, which this year 
began in many cases before the end of June. As com- 
pared with the figures for June, those for July show 
a smaller increase in employment in each of the areas 
except Scotland, and in that area the percentage 
increase showed no change from the increase reported 
for June. It may be noted that, for July, there was 
an increase in employment in all districts outside 


London.

The rate of pig-iron output, as measured by the 
average daily tonnage produced, was higher in June 
than in May in Belgium, Luxemburg, and Germany, 
the rise in Belgium and Germany following an expan- 
sion of the May rate over that for April. In the case 
of Belgium the figure for June was the highest sinc? 
Mav, 1980. In France, the Saar District, and in the 
United States, the average tonnage produced daily was 
the lowest so far recorded this year, while in the United 
Kingdom, although the June figure was below that for 
May, it was about equal to the average shown for 
April. 

As compared with December last, the average daily 
tonnage of pig iron produced in June shows the follow- 
ing percentage reductions: Saar District, 15:0; France, 
10-9; United Kingdom, 4°3; Germany, 3:3; Luxemburg, 
1:5; while in Belgium and the United States increases 
of 62 per cent., and 1-7 per cent., respectively, were 
recorded. A comparison with June, 1930, shows that 
the percentage decreases were: United States, 44-1; 
United Kingdom, 42°5; Germany, 25-1; Saar District, 
24:1; France, 17-3; and Luxemburg, 1:7. In Belgium 
the tonnage of pig iron produced daily was higher in 
June, 1931, than in June, 1930, by 4°8 per cent.

From the information available it would appear that 
the average daily output of pig iron per furnace in blast 
for the month of June was 182 tons in France, 191 tons 
in the Saar District, 203 tons in Belgium, 315 tons in 
Germany, 557 tons in the United States, and 138 tons 
in the United Kingdom. ‘These figures show that in 
June, as compared with May, the average daily output 
per furnace was somewhat higher in France, Belgium, 
and Germany, but lower in the remaining countries 
mentioned above.

As compared with the output in May, the returns for 
June indicate an increase in the production of steel 
during the month in Germany, Belgium and Luxem- 
burg, the monthly ageregates for the two last-mentioned 
countries being the highest so far recorded this year. 
For Germany, a higher aggregate tonnage was shown 
this year in March only. For France, the Saar Dis- 
trict, and the United States, the June totals were the 
lowest so far returned this year, whilst in the case of 
the United Kingdom, lower aggregates occurred in 
January and April. 

Compared with a year earlier, the aggregate output 
of crude steel in June was lower in all the countries for 
which particulars are given, with the exception of Bel- 
sium and Luxemburg, where increases of 6°9 per cent. 
and 16:8 per cent., respectively, are shown. The per- 
centage decreases were as follows: United States, 39-3 
(ingots only); Saar District, 18-0; France, 138; 
Germany, 94; and the United Kingdom, 28:5. 

In the United States, the tonnage of steel ingots pro- 
duced daily in June (26 working days) averaged 79,840 
tons, as compared with 96,370 tons in May (26 working 
days) and 136,740 tons in June, 1930 (25 working days). 
The June daily average was, with the exception of that 
for December last, the smallest for any month since 
July, 1924, when production was at the rate of 72,220 
tons per working day. In Germany, on the basis of 26 
working days reported for the month, the tonnage of 
steel ingots and castings produced averaged 29,470 tons 
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daily in June, as against 30,520 tons in May (24 work- 
ing days) and 35,220 tons in June, 1930 (24 working 
days). 


IV.—Iron AND STEEL PRICES 

France.—On the inland market, a number of changes 
were reported in June from the position in May. The 
price for No. 3 phosphoric pig iron (June deliveries) was 
quoted at 290-305 frs. per metric ton, as compared with 
290-300 frs. for deliveries in May. Amongst the descrip- 
tions of rolled products, appreciable reductions were 
shown in the prices of merchant bars, large angles, 
medium sheets (2-3 mm.), thin sheets and thick plates, 
at about the middle of the month. This movement fol- 
lowed a period of relative stability in April and May. 
The following table shows the inland prices per metric 
ton (f.o.b. producers’ works) in the East of France 
at the end of the months stated :—

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United States.—In the pig iron market, the quota- 
tion for the No. 2 foundry (Philadelphia) description 
was reduced by a further 25 cents per ton at the end of 
June. In the sheet market, reductions in the price of 
galvanised sheets at Pittsburgh and Chicago earlier in 
the month were followed by price increases at the end 
of June, the new quotations being higher than those 
which were current at the end of May.

CHILE 


MEASURES TO MEET ECONOMIC 
DEPRESSION 


Chile naturally has not escaped the universal depres- 
sion,* writes the Commercial Secretary to H.M. 
Embassy at Santiago de Chile. Early in 1930 a number 
of adverse factors began to make themselves felt, the 
chief among which were related to the over-production 
and the general lack of demand or purchasing power 
being experienced in most countries in the world. 
Stocks of nitrate were very large, the price of copper 
fell rapidly and consequently production of the metal 
had to be curtailed; and although the 1929-30 harvest 
was a good one there was little or no enquiry for grain 
for exportation. 

The Chilean Government took prompt steps to deal 
with the situation. Among these measures were the 
granting of a bounty upon the export of grain, the con- 
version of all railway station sheds into public maga- 
zines for the storage of grain, the introduction of drastic 
economies in the public services, and the restriction of 
expenditure on new constructional work by, inter alia, 
slowing down the programme of public works and 
spreading it over four years instead of three. 


NITRATE RATIONALISATION SCHEME 


By far the most important and far-reaching of the 
measures taken by the Government to deal with the 
situation was, however, the passing of a law, referred 
to at length in the Report, which will enable the great 
majority of the existing nitrate undertakings to be 
merged in a company with 3,000 million pesos (the 
equivalent of £75 million) capital, in which the Govern- 
ment will participate, its contribution to the resources 
of the concern, which is to be called the Compania 
Salitrera de Chile, or ‘‘ Cosach’’ for short, being 
represented by reserves of nitrate deposits. 

This rationalisation scheme will, it is hoped, result 
in considerable economies in the production of natural 
nitrate of soda, and it will also enable the Chilean 
nitrate industry to present a solid front to the producers 
of synthetic and by-product nitrogenous fertiliser.

Not the least important point is that in the future 
the revenue derived from the export tax on nitrate is 
to be replaced by the Government’s share in the profits 
of the new combine. 


FOREIGN TRADE AND CHILEAN MANUFACTURING 
INDUSTRIES 


The value of Chile’s foreign trade during 1929 had 
amounted to nearly £98 million, which figure consti- 
tutes a “‘ record,’’ as it exceeds by over £4 million the 
highest figure previously reached, in the abnormal year 
1920; moreover, a favourable balance of nearly £17 
million was shown. 

During 1930, however, the effect of the world-wide 
depression on Chile’s foreign commerce was such that 
its total value fell to a little more than £68 million, and 
for the first time for many years an adverse balance of 
trade was shown, amounting to 69 million odd pesos, 
or the equivalent of about £1,740,000. Added to this, 
Chilean manufacturing industries, of which many are of 
such a nature that they could not be carried on without 
the shelter of a strong tariff wall, commenced to feel 
the general depression, and a movement was initiated 
for their further protection. Among the arguments 
used by the protagonists of increased duties were the 
menace of unemployment, the assertion that foreign 
manufacturing countries were ‘‘ dumping’ their 
surplus production in Chile, the alleged advantage of 
restricting importation in order to restore the balance 
of trade and thus to ensure that the foreign exchange 
value of the national currency was maintained, and the 
increase of revenue which it was said would result from 
increased Customs receipts on the one hand, and by 
making it possible for local industry to pay more in 
taxation on the other. 

The Society of Manufacturers prepared a schedule of 
articles which, they maintained, could be made in Chile 
of a quality sufficiently high to suit the country’s needs, 
and they succeeded in obtaining the raising of the 
Customs duties on many of these by from 20 to 35 per 
cent. It is very regrettable that among these articles 
were very many which have been important items of 
Great Britain’s export to Chile, and it thus happens 
that as far as can be judged it is British trade with 
Chile which will for the time being suffer more than’ 
that of any other country. (Particulars of further in- 
creases of Customs duties made since are given in the 
“ B.T.J.’ of April 23, page 542, and June 18, 
page 807.) 

It will thus be seen that the present is an extremely 
difficult time for trade with Chile, and although it is a 
country which in the past has shown great powers of 
recuperation, it is so dependent upon the world’s 
market for such primary products as nitrate, copper, 
wool, ete., that Chile’s recovery will, it is to be sup- 
posed, not take place until the existing universal 
depression disappears. 


Import TRADE: BRITAIN’S SHARE 


The value of imports in 1930 fell to 1,397 million 
pesos from 1,617 million pesos in 1929, and, having 
regard to the trade depression being experienced and 
the recent heavy increases in the Customs duties, it 
would seem safe to assume that the value of imports 
during 1931 will fall to an even lower figure. 

Britain’s share of Chile’s import trade, which had 
fallen to 197 million pesos, or rather more than 18 per 
cent. of the total of 1927, amounted to 212 million 
pesos, or 17-7 per cent. of the whole, in 1928; in 1929 
it was valued at 286 million pesos, or 17°68 per cent. ; 
but in 1980 it fell to 213 million, or only 15-29 per cent. 
of the total. 

Great Britain has (without adding the figures for the 
test of the Empire) for years past been the second 
country in order of importance supplying Chile’s im- 
ported goods; but in 1930 for the first time Germany 
took the second place. Thus during last year the 
United States, with 468 million, or 33°5 per cent., 
Was first; Germany, with 236 million, or 16°9 per cent., 
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came second; and Great Britain, with 213 million, or 
15°2 per cent., came third. During the past four years 
the United States has gradually increased her per- 
centage of Chile’s total import trade from 29°68 per 
cent. (in 1927) to 33°53 per cent. in 1930; Germany’s 
share has grown from 12°58 per cent. to 16°92 per cent., 
during the same period; and that of France has 
fluctuated, falling somewhat, from 5:14 to 4°39 per 
cent., to rise again to 5:03 per cent. in 1980. These 
increases have been made largely at the expense of 
Great Britain, whose share has shown a gradual de- 
crease from 18°40 per cent. in 1927 to 15-29 per cent. 
in 1930, and that of Belgium, whose percentage has 
dwindled during the four years from 7-01 per cent. to 
3°95 per cent. 

The United States has continued to strengthen her 
dominating position in trade and finance in Chile; and 
hitherto it has been Great Britain’s trade which that 
country has gradually displaced. Previous to 1914 it 
was Great Britain which had taken the largest share in 
the development of Chile, by private enterprise, the 
investment of capital and by loans, and as British goods 
could be supplied on a basis of quality and price which 
could meet competition, she took the greatest share of 
such trade as was not through special circumstances 
destined to be carried on with other countries. The 
incidence of the war, however, gave to the United 
States an opportunity which she was not slow to seize 
upon, and circumstances have since rendered what was 
formerly a market where quality was the first con- 
sideration one in which cheapness and long credit are 
the all-important considerations. 


RELATION BETWEEN FINANCE AND COMMERCE 

The British Chamber of Commerce of Valparaiso, in 
a recent Report, suggested that one of the reasons why 
the trade of the United States with Chile has made 
such great strides of late years at the expense of British 
exporters is that more attention is paid to the obviously 
close relation between finance and commerce by 
American firms than by their British rivals. It has 
been pointed out that in the past British financial 
houses have lent money to the Chilean Government 
without exacting any definite promise as to the manner 
in which it was to be spent, whereas American lending 
corporations have, at any rate in certain instances, seen 
to it that the proceeds of loans were to be so applied 
that United States contracting firms or manufacturers 
had their share in the benefits accruing therefrom, and 
they were quick to foresee the trade advantages to be 
derived from lending money to young countries in the 
process of development. 

At present, however, the principal consideration in 
obtaining Government contracts is to be able to finance 
them from start to finish, and the Germans have been 
among tne first to recognise this. For example, a 
German firm of contractors has offered to carry out a 
large irrigation works scheme for the Aconcagua Valley, 
financing it in such a way that for the first year the 
Government will not have to find any money whatever; 
and similarly a German offer is reported to have been 
received for the erection, financed by the contractors, 
of a bridge across the River Bio-Bio. It is thought that 
if British financiers, instead of lending money direct to 
the Government, would combine with British contrac- 
tors to carry out development schemes they would not 
only ensure that their money was spent on productive 
works, but at the same time they would bring business 
to United Kingdom manufacturers. 

Trade missions, such as that last year which was 
headed by the Master Cutler of Sheffield, can, states 
the Report, do a great deal of good ; but they should not 
be sent at too short intervals, and their visits should, 
obviously, be thoroughly followed up by the representa- 
tives and agents of the trades concerned. 


CHILEAN Usk or ForREIGN EXPERTS 


Chile has in the past made great use of the services 
of foreign experts for the organisation of her public 
services and the technical training of their personnel; 
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but with the outstanding exception of her navy, which 
is thoroughly British in its spirit and traditions, being 
provided with British material and having the assis- 
tance of a British Naval Mission, these experts have 
been almost invariably Americans or Germans. The 
advantages to be derived for the trade of a country by 
having its nationals training the technical students of 
another State need no pointing out. A very important 
technical institute, the Santa Maria Foundation at 
Valparaiso, now being erected, has gone to Germany 
for its rector and other professors and much of its equip- 
ment. Youths trained in engineering and mechanics at 
that institution will, it is to be supposed, carry away 
with them a strong preference for German machinery 
and methods. A suggestion has been made that British 
engineering or manufacturing firms might with advan- 
tage take a number of more promising Chilean students 
for a year or two's training in their shops, such appren- 
tices being paid a small wage and their welfare being 
watched over. 

The circumstance that the foreign news in Chilean 
journals comes almost entirely through an American 
agency, and that the other great organ of propaganda, 
the cinema, is in Chile supplied with the products of the 
ereat American film corporations to the almost complete 
exclusion, at present, of all others, is worthy of remark. 

The important part played by credit in business, both 
wholesale and retail, in Chile cannot be over-estimated ; 
in fact, it is fairly safe to say that, in retail business 
certainly, and in wholesale trade probably, the granting 
of credit has been overdone. 

While it is the policy of the Chilean Government to 
foster local manufacture by every means in its power, 
the country can never be independent of foreign sup- 
plies. Many of the raw materials needed by Chilean 
manufacturers must be purchased abroad, and 
merchant houses are turning their attention to supply- 
ing the raw materials, ingredients or component parts 
for the manufacture locally of articles which they pre- 
viously imported in the finished state. In certain cases 
these raw materials continue to come from the original 
suppliers, Where they are willing to adapt themselves 
to the changed conditions obtaining.

ORGANISATION OF FOREIGN TRADE 
IN THE U.S.S.R. 

3904) has recently been presented 
to Parliament entitled ‘‘ The Organisation of Foreign 
Trade of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics.’’

IGNITION OF FIREDAMP BY COAL-MINING 
EXPLOSIVES 


While it is true that ignitions of inflammable gas in 
coal mines by shotfiring are few in relation to the number 
of shots fired, they have engaged the continual attention 
of research workers on account of their persistence from 
year to year, and the possibility of serious consequences in 
every instance. 

In the latest publication of the Safety in Mines Re- 
search Board, ‘‘The Ignition of Firedamp by Coal- 
Mining Explosives,’’ by H. C. Grimshaw and W. Payman, 
particulars will be found of experimental work dealing 
with all matters which should be of interest to users of 
coal-mining explosives. It is established that the risk of 
ignition is increased by placing the detonator at the closed 
end of the bore of the cannon which in the gallery ex- 
periments represents the shothole, or by decreasing the 
effective length of the bore. The effect of the position of the 
detonator is strikingly brought out both in the tables and 
flame photographs.

MINES DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Tenth Annual Report of the Secretary for Mines, with 
which is incorporated the Annual Report for 1930 of H.M. 
Chief Inspector of Mines under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, 
has now been published. 

The Report of the Secretary for Mines contains a general 
review of the Coal Mining Industry and of other Mining and 
Quarrving Industries, including a descriptive account of the 
Coal Mines Act, 1930, which deals with (a) the regulation of 
the production, supply and sale of coal; (b) reorganisation 
of the coal mining industry; (c) hours of work; and (d) the 
Coal Mines National Industrial Board. Some account is 
given of the progress made during 1930 to secure the inter- 
national regulation of the hours of labour in coal mines by 
means of an International Convention and of the recom- 
mendations made by the Scandinavian Coal Trade Delega- 
tion with regard to the position of British coal export 
markets in Sweden, Norway and Denmark. Other sections 
of the Report deal with wages and profits; hours of labour 
(including the working of District Agreements) ; the Miners’ 
Welfare Fund; proceedings connected with applications for 
working facilities under Part [. of the Mines (Working 
Facilities and Support) Act, 1923, and Part Il. of the Mining 
Industry Act, 1926; and the more important matters affect- 
ing health and safety questions arising out of the general 
administration of the Mines and Quarries Acts. The latter 
deals, inter alia, with the initiation of some fresh develop- 
ments of general safety policy, the formulation of proposals 
to secure improved lighting at mines, and the steps taken 
for dealing with harmful concentrations of dust resulting 
chiefly from the use of mechanical drills. 

The Report on other Mining and Quarrying Industries 
deals with the production and distribution of a wide variety 
of minerals upon which the metallurgical, building, road 
making, etc., china, pottery and glass and the chemical 
industries are dependent. 

The Report of the Chief Inspector of Mines reviews 
statistically the mining accidents of the year and discusses 
generally the progress made in preventive measures, and the 
need for further progress, and the lines along which it can 
be made. 

About one-half of the volume is devoted to a comprehen- 
sive statistical appendix with charts dealing with all the

RAINFALL AND MONSOON 


Calcutta, August 24.—During the week ended August 22 
rainfall was general in Lower Burma and Malabar on seven 
days; in Konkan on six; in Orissa, Chota Nagpur and 
North Hyderabad on four; in the United Provinces, Bengal

and Rajputana on two; and in Guzerat, Mysore and Assam 


on one day. 
On August 19 the monsoon was weak in the interior of 
the Peninsula, but was strengthening in Upper Burma. 


Crop CONDITIONS 
Madras, August 15.—Rainfall has been very heavy on the 


West Coast and moderate in the Cirears and Carnatic. The 


condition of standing crops is fair to good. 


Bihar and Orissa, August 17.—There has been heavy rain 
in Singbhum, Cuttack and Balasore. Standing crops, in- 
cluding sugarcane, are in good condition, while bhadoi 
crops have been slightly damaged by excessive rain in Dar- 
bhanga and Bhagalpur. The condition of jute is fair to 
good except in Balasore. 


Punjab, August 17.—The maximum rainfall was 5-28 
inches and the minimum 0-07 inch. Crops are in average to 
good condition. Tela has attacked cotton in the districts 
of Montgomery and Lyallpur. 

United Provinces, August 15.—Good rain has fallen. The 
eondition of standing crops is good. 


Bombay, August 22.—Rainfall has been heavy in the 
north of the Presidency and has damaged crops in low- 
lying areas. Tobacco has been damaged in Khaira and 
Guzer at, cotton by aphis in places, and jower by stem borers 
in parts of Karnatak. Nevertheless, the outlook generally 
is satisfactory. In Sind there has been light to moderate 
rain, 

Central Provinces, August 17.—Heavy rain has fallen, 
but more is needed in the east of these provinces to com- 
plete the biasi of rice in the high-lying fields. Standing 
crops are in good condition. 


Bengal, August 19.—Rainfall has been light to moderate. 
Favourable progress is being made with the transplantation 
of winter paddy seedlings except in the flooded areas in 
East and North Bengal. The reaping of jute and other 
bhadoi crops is proceeding in West Bengal. Damage has 
been done to standing crops in the waterlogged tracts in 
the east and north, but the flood-water is subsiding. 


Assam, August 24.—The weather has been seasonable and 
crop outturns and prospects are fair except in the Assam 
Vallev, where damage has been caused by floods. 


BRITISH WEST INDIES AND 
BRITISH GUIANA 


CROPS AND BUILDING 
CONSTRUCTION 

Conditions generally remain very dull and no improve- 
ment is noticeable in the trading position, reports Barclays 
Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). 

In Barbados the weather continues very favourable for 
crops; rain has been plentiful throughout the Island and 
cultivation is in excellent condition. 

Steady rains have been experienced and weather condi- 
tions throughout Trinidad have been exceptionally good. 
The sugar cultivation for 1932 is looking healthy, the rains 
having brought on the growth of the canes, particularly the 
young plants, which had suffered somewhat from the long 
period of dry weather. Shipments of asphalt continue to 
show a downward tendency, the total exports for the six 
months ended June 30 being 53,074 tons, compared with 
61,154 tons and 74,342 tons respectively for the correspond- 
ing periods of 1930 and 1929. 

Rainfall throughout Jamaica during the month has been 
exceptionally heavy; there have been frequent thunder- 
storms with torrential rain and, as a result, considerable re- 
pairs are required to damaged roads. Exportsof bananas con- 
tinue to show a decline, the total from January 1 to July 11 
being 11,013,357 stems, against 13,301,038 stems during the 
corresponding period of 1930. Some improvement has taken 
place in the value of pimento, but sales are very infrequent, 
and, owing to the heavy rains during the past two months, 
it is estimated that the coming crop will be a small one. 

Good rains have continued throughout the Leeward 
Group. Cultivation has responded favourably to the much- 
needed moisture following a long period of drought, which, 
in St. Kitts, is reported to have been the worst experienced 
for sixty years. Rains have been seasonable throughout the 
Windward Group. It is understood that the schemes sub- 
mitted by the Local Town Board to the St. Lucia Govern- 
ment for the lighting of the capital town of Castries by 
electricity have been forwarded to the Secretary of State.

Satisfactory rains have prevailed throughout British 
Guiana, and conditions have been very favourable for grow- 
ing crops. The spring, or first, sugar crop is finished, and, 
although a fair one, it is reported to be about 2,870 tons less 
than the total of 51,273 tons for the corresponding crop last 
year. 


BUILDING 


There was less building in Jamaica during 1930 than in 
previous years. The Government’s 1931 programme of work 
is considerably less than last year’s, and it is considered 
unlikely that any important operations will be undertaken 
by private enterprise. 

Some activity was shown throughout 1930 in Trinidad, 
more particularly in the construction of dwelling houses, 
The first quarter of 1931, however, showed a decline, which, 
it was thought, would be even more marked when the sugar 
and cocoa crops were over. 

There were virtually no operations of importance in 
Barbados during 1930, and the general opinion seems to be 
that large undertakings during 1931 are unlikely. 

As regards the Leeward Islands, unusual activity was in 
evidence in Dominica during 1930, due largely to the 
Imperial Government’s Colonial Development Scheme. It 
is thought that operations in 1931, while not so extensive, 
should reach substantial proportions. In St. Kitts there 

was little building in 1930 and in Antigua activity was 
practically confined to cottages, the cost being met hy loans 
from the Colonial Development Fund; operations in 193] 
will probably be on a similar scale. 

In the Windward Islands there was not much building 
during the past year. The operations now contemplated are 
mainly confined to projects financed through the Colonial 
Development Fund. 

In British Guiana there was little activity of importance 
in either Berbice or Demerara during 1930. Houses in 
British Guiana are built almost entirely of wood, which is 
produced locally, concrete being used only for floors and 
supporting pillars. Cement is used chiefly by the Govern- 
ment and municipalities. 


CANADA 
DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE IN JUNE 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, has recently 
issued a summary of the trade of Canada for June last.

FUR PRODUCTION, 1929-30 


(Krom the High Commissioner for Canada in London) 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa, in its Pre- 
liminary Report on fur production in Canada during the 
season Of 1929-30, indicates a total value of 12,208,547 
dollars, as compared with 18,745,473 dols. in 1928-29 and 
18,758,177 dols. in 1927-28. These totals represent the values 
of pelts of animals taken by trappers and those from fur 
farms, the value of the latter constituting approximately 
19 per cent. of the total in the season 1929-30, compared 
with 12} per cent. in 1928-29 and 11 per cent. in 1927-28. 


For the first time in the history of the fur trade the silver 
fox led all other kinds of raw furs in value of production, 
with a total in 1929-30 of 2,716,264 dols., nearly the whole 
of this amount being contributed by the fox farms. Next in 
order of importance was the muskrat, with a total of 
1,781,651 dols., followed by the white fox, with 1,238,917 
dols., the beaver, with 1,025,033 dols., and the mink, with 
1,010,198 dols. These were the only kinds of furs whose values 
of production in season 1929-30 exceeded a million dollars. 


Silver fox, white fox and blue fox show increases in 
number of pelts over the preceding year, but decreases are 
recorded for all of the other kinds. 


Average prices for all of the principal kinds of furs were 
much below those ruling during the preceding season. Thus, 
silver fox dropped in price from 104 dols. in 1928-29 to 81

CONDITIONS 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade con- 
ditions in the Union of South Africa :— 


Business continues steady but at a low level and all 


sections are finding trade difficult. 


Some improvement is 


hoped for next month following the opening of the wool 


season. 


Apart from the financial aspect, farming con- 


ditions are particularly favourable. The position of some 


farmers has been relieved by advances under the Farmers’ 


Relief Act. 


The Transvaal gold output in July (27 working days) 
was 916,843 fine ozs., valued at £3,3894,501, as compared

with 912,652 ozs., valued at £3,876,699 in July, 1930 (also 
27 working days). Native labour increased by 946 to 
208,155. A slight improvement is reported in the diamond 
industry. 

Railway earnings from July 12 to August 8 amounted to 
£1,732,581, or £159,419 below the estimate. Total earnings 
from April 1 to August 8 were £8,087,740, or £696,544 
below the estimate, compared with £8,735,640 in the corre- 
sponding period of last year. 

The local maize market is steady but quiet, with little 
export business passing. The final estimate of the crop 1s 
15,029,000 bags. The estimated quantity available for 
export is 3,629,000 bags. The export quota has been fixed 
at 335 per cent. 

The local wool market is quiet and transactions are con- 
fined to oddments. Operators are awaiting the opening 
of the new season. The first sales will probably take place 
early in September. 

The mohair market remains lifeless. 

Skins and hides are quiet with a slightly weaker tendency. 

Ostrich feathers are active and values are up to 100 per 
cent. higher than in June. Much speculation is reported, 
but the market now shows a weaker tendency. 

Wattle bark is firmer owing to improved demand and a 
scarcity of supplies. 

The estimated sugar output is lower at about 350,000 
short tons, owing to unfavourable weather. The exportable 
surplus is about 185,000 tons. Shipments to the end of 
July totalled 60,200 tons. 


Exports of citrus fruit in July amounted to 342,410 boxes, 
compared with 515,047 boxes in July, 1930. The decrease 
was due to the exceptionally heavy rain, which delayed 
packing. Exports of dried fruit in July totalled 712,870 Ibs 
compared with 1,027,904 lbs. in July last year. Apricots, 
prunes and peaches were responsible for the decrease. 

The building trades are active at Johannesburg, but quiet 
elsewhere. Industries generally report little change. Whole- 
sale buying of soft goods is being delayed in anticipation 
of a further fall in prices. The retail trade is also quiet.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-JUNE 
(From the British Embassy) 
Paris. 

The returns of French foreign trade for the first six 
months of 1931 show that the value of imports amounted 
to 23,202 million francs, as against 26,832 million frs. in 
the first half of 1930, a decrease of 3,630 million frs. or 
about 10 per cent. Exports were valued at 16,235 million 
frs., as against 22,627 million frs., a decrease of 6,392 million 
frs., or about 28 per cent. 

Imports of foodstuffs rose by 2,047 million frs., or 
41 per cent., whereas there was a fall of 4,775 million frs., 
or 30 per cent., in those of raw materials, and of 902 
million frs., or 16 per cent., in manufactured articles. 
Exports of foodstuffs, raw materials and manufactured 
articles fell by 974 million frs., or 31 per cent., 1,456 
million frs., or 27 per cent., and 3,962 million frs., or 
29 per cent., respectively. 

For the first six months of the year there was an un- 
favourable balance of visible exchanges amounting to 6,967 
million frs., as against one of 4,205 million frs. in the 
corresponding period of last year. 

As regards weight, imports in the first six months of 
the year amounted to 30,039,000 tons, as against 30,458;000 
tons in the corresponding period of 1930, a decrease of 
418,000 tons; exports totalled 15,322,000 tons, as against 
18,677,000 tons, a decrease of 3,355,000 tons. 

Imports of foodstuffs increased by 1,791,000 tons, or 
68 per cent., but there was a fall of 2,085,000 tons, or 
8 per cent., in those of raw materials, and of 124,000 tons, 
or 10 per cent., in manufactured articles. Exports of 
foodstuffs, raw materials, and manufactured articles de- 
creased by 368,000 tons, or 32 per cent., 2,548,000 tons, 
or 17 per cent., and 439,000 tons, or 18 per cent., respec- 
tively.

POLAND 
FOREIGN TRADE IN JUNE 


The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports that 
during June last imports and exports amounted in value 
to 129,437,000 zloty (£2,986,000) and 161,627,000 zloty 
(£3,728,000), an excess in value of the latter over the 
former of 32,190,000 zloty (£472,000). Imports and exports 
were less by £1,106,000 and £176,000 respectively than in 
the corresponding month of 1930. 

During the six months ended June 30 last, imports and 
exports were valued at £18,569,000 and £21,914,000 respec- 
tively, a surplus in exports of £3,345,000; the corresponding 
figures for 19380 were £26,454,000, £28,428,000, and 
£1,974,000 respectively. 

It will be observed that there was in June a further 
setback in the volume of the foreign trade of Poland, and 
that the figures for the first half of the current year com- 
pare very unfavourably with those for the corresponding 
period of 1930; the credit balance in favour of Poland was, 
however, larger than last year. 

The above shrinkage was due, as in previous months, not 
only to the deepening of the trade depression, but to the 
fall in the general level of prices.

ROUMANIA 
LEGAL RATES OF INTEREST 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bucharest 
reports that, according to Roumanian Law No. 2722 of 
July 24, 1931, published in the ‘‘ Monitor Oficial” of 
July 27, in no case may the legal rate of interest exceed 
9 per cent. for private business and 10 per cent. for com- 
mercial business. 

Article 1 of the Law against Usury (No. 994 of March 31, 
1931), published in the ‘‘ Monitor Oficial’’ of April 1, ran 
as follows : — 

‘“The legal rate of interest shall be fixed at 1 per cent. 
over the discounting rate of the National Bank for private 
business and at 2 per cent. for commercial business.’’ (See 
the Chapter on Currency, Credit and Money Market in the 
Annual Report on Economic Conditions in Roumania, pub- 
lished for the Department of Overseas Trade by H.M. 
Stationery Office, price 2s. net, 2s. 2d. post free.) 

Article 2 of Law No. 994 ran as follows :— 

‘‘ The maximum rate of interest charged shall be fixed at 
6 per cent. above the discounting rate of the National Bank 
of Roumania.”’ To this should now be added that in no case 
may the maximum rate of interest charged exceed 14 per 
cent.

CHINA—POLAND 
COMMERCIAL TREATY 

The Board of Trade have received the text of the Sino- 
Polish Treaty of Friendship, Commerce and Navigation 
signed at Nanking on September 18, 1929. It 1s provided 
in Article 22 of the Treaty that the Treaty shall come into 
force on the thirtieth day after the date on which notice of 
ratification is given by the Party which ratifies last. Such 
notice was given by Poland and China on May 2 and 
June 10 respectively. The Treaty is concluded for a period 
of three years. Unless denounced six months before the ex- 
piration of this period, it is to continue in force indefinitely, 
subject to denunciation at one year’s notice. 

Provision is made for the appointment of diplomatic 
agents and of consular officers. 

The subjects of the one Party are to enjoy most-favoured- 
nation treatment in the territories of the other as regards 
travel, residence, establishment and the carryingon of busi- 
ness. They are, however, only to exercise these rights in the 
localities where subjects of the most-favoured-nation are 
similarly authorised. They must obey the laws and regula- 
tions in force, and are to pay no higher or other taxes than 
nationals. 

As regards civil and criminal cases, the subjects of the 
Parties are to be subject to the laws in force and will be 
placed under the jurisdiction of the local tribunals. They 
are exempt from military service, military requisitions and 
forced loans. They are accorded the right to export their 
property and to dispose thereof. Provision is made for the 
administration of the estates of deceased persons subjects 
of the one Party leaving property in the territories of the 
other. 

Customs duties are to be governed exclusively by the 
internal legislation of the Parties. Most-favoured-nation 
treatment is accorded in this respect. Both national and 
most-favoured-nation treatment are accorded as regards 
internal dues levied on goods imported or exported. 

Subject to exceptions of the customary kind, most- 
favoured-nation treatment is accorded as regards prohibi- 
tions and restrictions on importation, exportation and 
transit. 








COMMERCIAL TREATIES AND ARRANGEMENTS—Contiiiued 


Trade marks and designs registered with the competent 
authorities are entitled to the protection of the laws in 
force. 


The companies of the Parties are to enjoy the same treat- 
ment as that accorded by the Treaty to subjects. 


The coasting trade and inland navigation are reserved to 
the nationals of the Parties. 

Subject to compliance with the laws and regulations in 
force, the vessels of the Parties are permitted to enter, 
anchor, load and unload in the sea ports which are open to 
commerce. Special provision is made as regards ships in 
distress and shipwrecks. The vessels of war of the one Party 
and ships conveying troops and war material are not allowed 
to enter the territorial waters of the other Party without 
the special authorisation of the latter. 

In virtue of a Final Protocol the accord of most-favoured- 
nation treatment in Customs matters is not to apply in the 
case of benefits accorded in respect of frontier traffic or 
those accorded in virtue of a Customs union or those

AUSTRALIA 


DEFERMENT OF DUTY ON SEWING MACHINE 
HEADS 

The High Commissioner for Australia has received tele- 
graphic advice from the Commonwealth Government that 
the operation of the deferred duty which was to come into 
force on September 1, 1931, as regards Item 168 (B) (2) 
Sewing Machine Heads—has been further postponed to 
December 1, 1931. 

(The deferred duty provided for is £2 10s. per head under 
the British Preferential Tariff and £3 10s. per head under 
the General Tariff.) 





BASUTOLAND, BECHUANALAND AND 
SWAZILAND 


CUSTOMS TARIFF AMENDMENTS 


Proclamations Nos. 16, 17 and 18 of July 3, 1931, bring 
into operation a number of amendments in the Customs 
Tariffs of Basutoland, Bechuanaland and Swaziland re- 
spectively. These amendments are the same as those con- 
tained in Act No. 44 of 1931 amending the Customs Tariff 
of the Union of South Africa, and bring the Customs Tariffs 
of the three Territories referred to into line with that of 
the Union. 

Full particulars of the amendments in the Union of South 
Africa Customs Tariff were published in the “ B.T.J.’’ of 
July 9 (pages 42-44). 


CANADA 


FOOD AND DRUGS ACT: STANDARD FOR 
SHORTENING 

Section 3 of the Food and Drugs Act provides, inter alia, 
that food shall be deemed to be adulterated within the 
meaning of the Act if its strength or purity falls below the 
standard or its constituents are present in quantity not 
within the limits of variability fixed by the’ Governor in 
Council. ; : 

An Order-in-Council has now been issued, dated June 24, 
which prescribes the following standard for shortening for 
the purposes of the Act:— 

‘Shortening, other than butter, lard, or lard com- 
pound, shall be a combination of edible animal or vege- 
table fats or edible oils variously processed by hydro- 
genation or otherwise. It shall be free from rancidity, 
objectionable tastes or odours, and shall contain not 
more than one per cent. of substances other than fatty 
acids and their glycerides.”’

FIJI 


IMPORT AND EXPORT OF DI-HYDRO- 
MORPHINONE AND SALTS THEREOF 


Proclamation No. 15 of 1931, dated June 25, 1931, pro- 
hibits the import into or export from Fiji (except under 
licence) of di-hydro-morphinone and its salts, and any pre- 
parations, admixture, extract or other substance containing 
any proportion of di-hydro-morphinone. 


IRISH FREE STATE 


TARIFF COMMISSION: QUESTION OF A 
CUSTOMS DUTY ON OATS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of July 23, 
1931 (pages 108-109), stating that the Executive Council 
have referred to the ‘Tariff Commission for consideration 
and report the question of the desirability of imposing a 
Customs duty on oats imported into the Irish Free State, 
the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner now reports that 
the Tariff Commission will consider statements from repre- 
sentative parties received not later than September 14, 
1931. Such statements should be forwarded in quintupli- 
cate to the Secretary, Office of the Tariff Commission, 
Government Buildings, Upper Merrion Street, Dublin. 


EXPORTATION OF BUTTER 


The Butter Exporting (Examination) Order, 1931 (Irish 
Free State Statutory Rules and Orders, 1931, No. 44), dated 
July 1, 1931, made under the authority of the Dairy Pro- 
duce Act, 1924 (No. 58 of 1924), revokes the Butter Export- 
ing (Examination) Order, 1928 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
June 28, 1928, page 795), and makes new rules governing 
the examination of butter with a view to determining its 
suitability for export. The Order, which applies to all 
butter manufactured in and intended for export from 
Saorstat Eireann (except butter packed in sealed tins), pro- 
vides, inter alia, that an Inspector shall examine such 
butter in relation to its flavour, texture, cleanliness, etc., 
and shall award marks up to a maximum of 60 in respect of 
favour and up to a maximum of 30 In respect of texture. 
In order to be suitable for export, such butter must comply 
with the following conditions:—(a) if manufactured on 
premises registered in the register of creameries or in the 
register of manufacturing exporters and consigned to ¢ 
place outside Saorstat Eireann without having been brought 
to a butter factory, not less than 54 marks for flavour and 
not less than 24 marks for texture; (>) if manufactured on 
other premises, or if manufactured on premises registered 
in the register of creameries or in the register of manufac- 
turing exporters and subsequently taken to a butter factory, 
not less than 50 marks for flavourand not lessthan 20 marks 
for texture; (c) the butter and the package or wrapper con- 
taining it must be free from mould growths; (d) the butter 
must be clean and be contained in a clean package; (e) the 
weight of the butter must not be less than the weight 
marked on the package in which it is contained.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 
REBATE OF CUSTOMS DUTY ON CERTAIN 
GLACK KID 


Government Notice No. 1130, dated July 3, notifies that 
a rebate of the whole of the Customs duty will be granted, 
under prescribed conditions in respect of painted glacé kid 
(fancy leather), the free-on-board price of which 1s not less 
than one shilling per square foot, imported for use in the 
boot and shoe making industry.

BELGIUM 
IMPORT, ETC., OF SOLIPEDS 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ of August 15 contains a Decree: 
and an Order which consolidate and amend the Belgian 
regulations respecting the import, export and transit of 
solipeds. The new regulations are to come into force on 
September 1. As hitherto, the import of solipeds in general 
is only to be permitted through specified Customs Houses. 
but only certain of these are also to be open for the import 
of solipeds for slaughter.

IMPORT OF NITROGENOUS FERTILISERS 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ”’ of August 20 contains a Royal

nitrogenous fertilisers is, temporarily, to be subjected to. 
the requirement of a licence, to be obtained from the 
Ministry of Industry, Labour and Social Affairs. 


CUBA 
INCREASED IMPORT DUTY ON RICE 


The Cuban ‘‘ Gaceta Oficial’’ for July 23 contains a 
Decree (No. 1026) effective from that date, which modifies 
the nomenclature and duties of Item 253 A and B of the 
Cuban Customs Tariff which relate to rice. The ‘‘ General 
Tariff ’’ duty on unhulled rice is increased from 1-68 to 2 
dollars per 100 kilogs., and that on hulled or semi-hulled 
rice, suitable for consumption, from 1-20 to 14 dols. per 


100 kilogs. 


FRANCE 
CONTROL OF MEDICAMENTS 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel”’ of July 28 contains an 
Order, dated July 7, which exempts medicinal preparations 
(for use in connection with the treatment of disease, etc., in 
human beings) containing certain specified poisons or drugs 
in quantities and concentrations not exceeding those speci- 
fied in the Order from certain of the restrictions (as to sale, 
etc., import and export) imposed on the trade in poisons, 
dangerous drugs, etc., by Decrees of 1914 and 1930. The 
Order, and the attached list of permitted quantities and 
concentrations (in French), may be seen by persons inter- 
ested at the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
Street, London, S.W. 1. 


GERMANY 
CUSTOMS DUTIES ON WHEAT AND RYE 


By a Law dated March 28, 1931 (see the ‘‘B.T.J.’’ of 
April 23, page 545), the Government of the Reich were em- 
powered to alter the Customs treatment for any products 
enumerated in Section I (Agricultural Produce and 
Foodstuffs) of the German Customs Tariff. 


An Order promulgated by the Minister of Food and Agri- 
culture on August 14, and effective as from August 24, adds 
a Note to No. 2 of the German Customs Tariff providing for 
the levy, until July 31, 1932, of a reduced Customs duty of 
2 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. on imported wheat and spelt, 
provided that proof is given by the production of an export 
bond (Ausfuhrschein), issued in accordance with regulations 
to be laid down by the Minister of Finance, that a corre- 
sponding quantity of wheat or spelt has been exported 
during the period ended December 31, 1931. 


A further Order promulgated on August 19 and effective 
as from August 24 adds a Note to No. 1 of the Tariff provid- 
ing for the levy until July 31, 1932, of a reduced duty of 
1 Rm. per 100 kilogs. on imported rye, provided that proof 
is given by the production of an export bond (Ausfuhr- 
schein), issued in accordance with regulations to be laid 
down by the Minister of Finance, that a corresponding 
quantity of rye has been exported during the period ended 
December 31, 1931.

TURNOVER TAX ON CERTAIN LEATHER, 
LEATHER SUBSTITUTES AND ARTICLES 
MADE THEREFROM 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Buda-Pest 
has forwarded a summarised translation of a Decree, dated 
June 23, in virtue of which certain leather, certain by- 
products of the leather industry, certain leather substitutes 
and various articles made of leather or rubber became sub- 
ject as from July 1 to a consolidated turnover tax payable 
once only, instead of the general turnover tax of 2 per cent. 
hitherto paid on each transaction. The goods affected and 
the rates of consolidated turnover tax payable thereon on

ITALY 


CUSTOMS DUTIES ON ALUMINIUM AND 
ALUMINIUM GOODS INCREASED 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) for August 17 con- 
tains a Royal Decree-Law, dated July 21 and effective as 
from August 17, which increases the General Tariff Customs 
duties on aluminium and aluminium goods. The same issue 
of the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’ publishes an Exchange of 
Notes between Italy and Switzerland, bringing pro- 
visionally into force, as from August 17, the Protocol, 
signed at Rome on July 8, 1931 (additional to the Treaty of 
Commerce between the two countries, signed at Zurich 
on January 27, 1923), the effect of which is to abolish the 
‘conventional ’’ rates hitherto in force on aluminium and 
aluminium goods. Particulars of the changes in the rates 
of duty resultng from the Decree-Law and the Protocol, 
as regards imports from countries enjoying most-favoured-

LAW 


The ‘Iraq Currency Law No. 44 of 1931, published in the 
“‘Trag Government Gazette ’’ of April 23 (the full text of 
which may be seen on application to the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1), pro- 
vides, inter alia, that the standard of currency in ‘Iraq shall 
be the Dinar, equal in value to 7-322382 grammes of pure 
gold, and that the Dinar shall be divided into one thousand 

ls. As at present fixed, this Law will come into operation 
on October 1, 1931. 

The Board of Trade have now received a copy of the 
Customs and Excise Duties Conversion Law No. 76 of 1931,

which provides that, with effect from the date on which the 
‘Iraq Currency comes into circulation, fixed Customs import, 
export and excise duties shall be levied in accordance with 
the First, Second and Third Schedules to the Law, which 
are reprinted below. 


The last column to the First Schedule shows the additional 
percentage duties which are payable on the various classes 
of goods in accordance with Customs Tariff Law No 34 of 
1930, particulars of which were published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.” 
of November 20, 1930 (page 618), and of December 4, 1930 
(page 672). The Customs and Excise Duties Conversion 
Law provides for no alteration in these additional per- 
centage duties except that, when the Law comes into opera- 
tion, such duties will not be payable in respect of sheep, 
goats and currants imported into ‘Iraq.

SPAIN 
FREE IMPORT OF SEED POTATOES 

The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for August 17 contains a 
Ministerial Order, dated August 13, which provides for 
the duty-free importation into Spain, until December 31, 
of early seed potatoes of the ‘‘ Royal Kidney,’’ ‘‘ Majestic,”’ 
“Paulsen Juli,’’ ‘‘ Red King,” etc., varieties. The 
potatoes must be accompanied by a sanitary certificate, and 
guarantees must be given for the payment of import duty 
if the potatoes are not proved to have been used solely for 
seed purposes. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period August 20-31 in respect of import and export duties, 
Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes 
of the Bank of Spain, has been fixed at 122-42 per cent. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remain- 
ing 25 per cent., as notified in the ‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 
1930, being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, 
however, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold 
currency cheques.) 


SYRIA 
TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Consul-General at Beirut has forwarded particulars 
of a Decree (No. 76/LR), dated July 28, which makes 
certain modifications in the Syrian Customs Tariff. The 
alterations in the ‘‘ Normal’ Tariff (to which United 
Kingdom goods are subject) are shown helow ; correspond- 
ing alterations have been made in the ‘‘ Maximum ’’ 
Tariff. 

The following changes were brought into force on the 
day following the publication of the Decree, viz. :— 

Tariff Nos, 445-8 (Vessels).—The old duty of 25 per cent. 
ad valorem is replaced by the following scale :— 

445. Ships with thermal engine or sails, of 400 tons or more 
gross, including the rigging and anchoring and navigating 
apparatus forming part of their equipment—Free. 

446. Ships with thermal engine or _ sails, including 
mahonnes,’’ of more than 2 and less than 400 tons gross, 
including the rigging and anchoring and navigating apparatus _ 
forming part of their equipment—250 piastres per ton gross.

147. Vessels of 2 tons or less gross, including the rigging 
and anchoring and navigating apparatus forming part of 
their equipment—25 per cent. ad valorem. 

448. Rigging and anchoring and navigating apparatus im- 
ported separately—25 per cent. ad valorem. 

Tariff Nos. 472-3 (Soap).—These Nos. (under which a duty of 
ll per cent. ad valorem applied to ‘‘ Household soaps other 
than Sunlight and the like,’’ and one of 25 per cent. ad valorem 
to ‘‘ Other soaps, including Sunlight and the like; toilet soaps ’’) 
now read as follows :— 

472. Scented or toilet soaps—25 per cent. ad valorem. 

473. Other soaps (household soaps, neutral soaps, etc.)-— 
ll per cent. ad valorem. 

Tariff No. 540 ter (Sound Film Apparatus ).—This is a new 
heading, reading as follows :— 

(A) Double projectors—120,000 piastres each. 

(B) Single projectors—-80,000 piastres each. 


(©) Component parts—25 per cent. ad valorem. 


The following changes are provided for in respect of pure 
cotton yarns (other than those put up for retail sale) 
(Tariff Nos. 179-182), which at present pay 11 per cent. 
ad valorem, but these changes are not to become operative 
until two months after July 28. The import of cotton 
yarns of all kinds 1s restricted to the Customs Houses of 
Beirut, Tripoli, Damascus, Aleppo, Alexandretta and 
Lattakia. The forthcoming new duties on the yarns are :— 

A. Unbleached yarn, single, measuring to the 4 kilog. :— 
(a) 12,000 metres or less—400 piastres per 100 kilogs. 
net. 
(b) From 12,001 to 21,000 m.—900 piastres per 100 
kilogs. net. 
(c) From 21,001 to 31,000 m.—1,000 piastres per 100 
kilogs. net. 
(d) From 31,001 to 41,000 m.—1,100 piastres per 100 
kilogs. net. 
(e) More than 41,000 m.—1,200 piastres per 100 kilogs.

G. “ Job’ thread (i.e., thread not imported in packets if 
the bale is composed of hanks of different sizes, or in 
packets of different weights composed of hanks of different 
quantities or colours)—1] per cent. ad valorem. 

H. *‘ Stocks ’’ thread (i.e., thread in packets of threads 
of the same quality and colour but of different sizes)—Duty 
on the most highly taxed yarn contained in the packet, less 
20 per cent. 


Aiter three months from July 28 replacement parts for 
agricultural machines (Tariff No. 404 ter) are to be 
admitted duty-free, subject in each case to a favourable 
decision by the Committee for Agricultural Exemptions, 
pending which the duty must be deposited. 


YUGOSLAVIA 
TURNOVER TAX 

Under the Turnover Tax legislation in force since 
January 31, 1922, the turnover tax has been leviable at the 
rate of 1 per cent. in respect of every turnover of gonds. 
Under a Law of August 12, 1930, and Ordinance of 
March 18, 1931, a revised system of taxation was intro- 
duced, as from April 1, 1931, in respect of numerous cate- 
gories of goods. The new system consists in the payment 
of tax, once only, at a consolidated ad valorem rate, which 
takes into account the number of turnover transactions or 
‘“ phases’? through which the goods normally pass from 
producer to consumer. The tax is as a general rule payable 
by the producer in the case of local goods and by the 
importer at the time of importation in the case of imported 
goods, 

The consolidated tax is higher on imported than on local 
goods, so as to conntervail the effect of the tax levied in 
the home market on the raw materials, semi-manuiactures 
and auxiliary materials, and to secure that the tax bears 
equally on imported and home-produced goods. 

The tax on imported goods is levied generally on the 
invoice price, plus the import Customs duty, manipulation 
fees, freight and packing charges, ete. 

In the case of postal consignments the tax is levied on 
an amount corresponding to five times the sum of the 
Customs duties. When the articles are free of duty the 
tax is leviable on their value. 

The tax is not leviable on imported goods which are 
duty-free under the Customs ‘Tariff, on condition that the 
goods are not for re-sale; on monopoly articles; on goods 
imported by agricultural societies for the use of their 
members. Samples and advertising material without com- 
mercial value are also free from the tax.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1932 
EXTENSIONS—THE TEXTILE SECTION 

The British Industries Fair buildings at Castle Bromwich, 
Birmingham, are to be extended at a cost of £20,000 in 
order to accommodate the new sections which have been 
announced for next year and to meet increasing demands 
tor space among old exhibitors. 

Old buildings covering one and a half acres are being 
pulled down and three new roofs, covering an acre each, 
will bring the total inside letting space up to 250,000 square 
feet. For the next Fair there will be 13 acres of exhibition 
buildings in all at Castle Bromwich, with 30 acres of ground 
available for further extensions. 

All the buildings at Olympia, London, with a total 
exhibiting area of 300,000 square feet, are to be used for 
the Fair and the Department of Overseas Trade expect some 
difficulty in accommodating the large demand for space.

Rapid progress has been made with the organisation ot 
the great display of British Textiles at White City, London. 
Many leading houses in all branches of the industry will be 
exhibiting, and the section will provide the most important 
Textile Exhibition ever produced in this country. 

Numerous branches of the industry have decided to group 
their exhibits for the convenience of buyers; impressive 
displays will be arranged in various branches of the textile 
trade, each of which in itself is an industry for which this 
country is famous. Irish linen, furnishing fabrics, Scottish 
woollens and hosiery will each be represented in substantial 
groups, while the silk, artificial silk and cotton sections 
have assumed such proportions that each will fill an entire 
hall. The wholesale trade is grouped in three magnificent 
halls. 

Leading firms will exhibit cotton yarn and the finishing 
processes, and a movement among district associations of 
cotton spinners is assuming important dimensions which 
should lead to further substantial displays.

The British Engineering Standards Association has recently 
issued the above British Standard Specification, dealing with 
bushing-type insulators for indoor and outdoor use, including 
cable-terminating bushings, suitable for the range of declared 
voltages from 600 volts to 200 kv. In general arrangement, 
the specification is similar to the B.S. Specification No. 

137-1930 dealing with insulators for overhead lines, but an 

important difference will immediately be noticed, namely, 

that the ‘‘ rating number ”’ assigned to each bushing is equal 
to the voltage, expressed in kilovolts, used in the one-minute 
dry test, whereas in B.S.S. 137 the rating numbers are based 
on the voltage used in the 30-seconds rain test. For this and

other reasons it is clearly stated in the specification that it 
must not be assumed that for a given transmission system the 
same, or nearly the same, rating number will represent both 
the appropriate bushing and line insulator. 

Each rating number is associated with certain test-voltages

seconds wet test for outdoor bushings, and minimum dry flash. 
over voltage for indoor and outdoor bushings) and information 
regarding the selection and application of bushings is given 
by means of notes and ‘‘ bushing selection tables.’’

The Department of Overseas Trade was formed with 
the object of becoming the centre from which British 
manufacturers and traders should be able to obtain 
reliable information of a commercial nature concerning 
any overseas market. One of the principal requirements 
of the exporter is a constant supply of reliable informa- 
tion regarding the conditions in those overseas markets 
in which he is interested. A limited amount of trade 
may come more or less automatically, but the business 
that expands is the one which seeks out its customers, 
familiarises itself with every characteristic of the market 
concerned, studies every detail of its customers’ require- 
ments, and organises itself to meet them. Many firms, 
however, have no means of securing all the information 
they want through ordinary business channels, and are 
consequently unable to take full advantage of the 
openings for extension of British Trade. The cumulative 
effect of such lack of information must seriously impede 
the country in its efforts to improve its position in the 
world’s markets. The co-operation of the Government 
with British traders has become, therefore, a national 
necessity. 

The Department is served by a network of representa- 
tives throughout the world, who maintain a constant 
supply of information to the home centre and provide 
local assistance in the promotion of British trade. The 
Department has control of the following Services for 
this purpose :—The Trade Commissioner and Imperial 
Trade Correspondent Services in the Empire; The 
Commercial Diplomatic Service forming part of the 
British Diplomatic Missions in foreign countries; The 
British Consular Service in foreign countries. 

In recent years the Government organisation abroad 
for assisting British Trade has been radically reorganised 
and expanded. 

In the Empire there are now 19 Trade Commissioners 
who have the assistance of Imperial Trade Corre- 
spondents at a few of the most important centres, and 
the Department also has the services of Correspondents 
in parts of the Empire in which at present there is no 
Trade Commissioner. 

In place of the one-time handful of Commercial 
Attachés, a new Service, the Commercial Diplomatic 
Service, has been established. Members of this 
Service number 40, and are stationed in all the 
more important foreign markets of the world. They 
are styled ‘‘ Commercial Counsellors ’’ and ‘‘ Commercial 
Secretaries,’’ and are members of the staff of the British 
Embassy or Legation in which they serve. 

The Consular Service has been under the control of 
the Department since October, 1919. Consular officers 
report direct to the Department, and are also, as regards 
the commercial side of their work, under the general 
supervision of the Commercial Diplomatic officer for the 
area in which their district lies. 

The overseas officers are kept constantly posted by 
the Department on all commercial and industrial develop- 
ments of importance at home. Further, in order to give 
them some degree of direct knowledge of conditions in 
this country, each officer is brought home periodically 





and arrangements are made for him to visit the principal 
industrial centres of the United Kingdom. 

The Department aims at assisting the individual 
trader in the following ways :— 


1. By obtaining from the Department’s overseas 
officers commercial information likely to be of interest 
to British manufacturers and traders and by distributing 
it confidentially, when this is desirable, or through the 
medium of the Press. 

The information so distributed relates, amongst other 
matters, to:— 


(a) Contracts open to tender; (5) Overseas 
demand for particular goods; (c) Lists of importers 
of various goods in overseas markets; (d) Suitable 
agents for British manufacturers and merchants; 
(ec) Best methods of marketing and distribution, 
Credit conditions, Terms of payment, Nature of 
competition and the best way of combating it; 
(f) Customs tariffs and regulations; regulations 
governing commercial travellers; registration of 
trade marks; Consular invoices, etc.; (g) Statistics 
of imports and exports; (h) Shipping and transport; 
(i) Manufacturers of any specified goods in the 
United Kingdom; (7) Sources of supply of raw 
materials and of goods not manufactured in the 
United Kingdom. 


In certain cases, the Department circulates to selected 
lists of manufacturers and merchants information as it 
is received; other information is issued to the public 
through the “ Board of Trade Journal.”’ 

United Kingdom firms who wish to be included in 
the list of those to whom information is sent by special 
circular, should apply for admission to the Special 
Register of the Department. The fee for admission 1s 
{2 4s. 6d. per annum if it is desired to receive the 
“ Board of Trade Journal’ as well as the circular of 
the Department of Overseas Trade. For a firm that 
does not desire to subscribe for the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal”’ the fee is {I Is. per annum. 

The information issued to firms included on the 
Special Register normally deals with one or other of 
the following subjects: enquiries from buyers, trade 
openings, market conditions and markets for particular 
commodities. 


2. By the issue of annual reports dealing with the 
industrial, commercial and economic conditions pre- 
vailing in overseas markets. 


3. By organising the British Industries Fair (which 
has been held annually since 1915) with the object of 
attracting important overseas buyers and bringing them 
into touch with the British producer. 


4. By obtaining catalogues and samples of foreign 
goods for the guidance of British manufacturers who 
may be able to produce competitive articles. 

British traders requiring information or assistance are 
invited to communicate with the Department, or, when 
this is possible, to call upon it, and members of British 
firms are urged to call upon the Department's repre 
sentative abroad when they visit an overseas country. 
It is also important that they should make a point of 
their representatives abroad keeping in close touch with 
the Department’s officers.
